e.  Training.  M-16  Rifle  Training. 

(1)  OBSERVATION:  Personnel  arriving  in  Vietnam  are  not  adequately 
trained  with  the  M-16  jtLfle. 

(2)  EVALUATION:  Personnel  are  not  familiar  with  the  care,  clearing 
and.  utilization  of  the  Ii~l6  rifle.  Although  this  i3  an  old  problem,  it 
must  be  stressed  again.  Training-  of  these  personnel  after  they  got  into 
Vietnam  is  time  consuming  and  could  bo  costly  if  an  attack  camo  pri^r  to 
an  individual  being  completely  trained  with  it. 

(3)  RZCOIElENDnTIONS:  That  training  centers  be  made  aware  of  this 
problem  and  insure  that  trainoos  just  don't  go  to  a  range  and  shoot  a 
for  rounds  down- range.  A  thorough  evaluation  of  weapons  training  should 
bo  given  at  training  camps  t .  insure  individuals  are  "qualified"  with 
their  weapons. 

f .  Logistics.  Boston  Whaler  Motors. 

(1)  OBSERVATION:  Present  UO  H.P.  outboard  meters  utilized  to  power 
the  Boston  Whaler  are  underpowered. 

(2)  EVALUATION:  A- more  powerful  singlo  engine  in  the  89  -  100  H.P. 
class  is  needed  to  porer  the  Boston  Whaler,  Tho  present  equipnont  must 
bo  run  at  a  high  RPM  in  order  to  moot  tho  operational  requirements  placed 
upon  it  during  daily  commitments.  Oporating  for  prolonged  times  at  high 
RPM's  results  in  excessive  breakage  of  drive  trains  and  excos3ivo  down¬ 
time  spont  in  maintenance.
